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Mr. Welles Defends Fascism 
In Latin America 


® Hitler’s agents in Brazil must have snick- 
© . ered up their swastika-bedecked sleeves when 
they read the cable dispatches of Under- 
Secretary of State Sumner Welles’ speech 
delivered in Washington a few days ago. 

As spokesman for the reactionary clique 
in the State Department, the gang which 
has sabotaged the progressive foreign policy 
of President Roosevelt and the Buenos Aires 
peace and democratic stand of Secretary of 
State Hull, Mr. Welles tried to whitewash 
the stigma of Fascism on the Getulio Vargas 
dictatorship in Rio de Janeiro. 


In absolving the Brazilian dictatorship of 
its patent characteristics of Fascism, Mr. 
Welles, of course, has such company as the 
Herald Tribune, the New York Times, Gen- 
eral Hugh S. Johnson and the Trotzkyites. 


It must have been amusing indeed to the 
foreign Fascist cabal in Rio (consisting of 
the Nazi, Italian and Japanese Embassy and 
the legion of Fascist agents) to hear from 
their friend Welles that the American people 
should have a spirit of tolerance towards the 
Wargas Fascist tyranny. 
Does Mr. Welles really believe that the 
dictatorship established in Brazil, clearly 
with the aid of Fascist Germany and Italy, 
will leave unchanged the problem of Fas- 
cist trade and political penetration in Latin 
America and the threat to the liberty of 
the people of the United States? 
What is Mr. Welles aiming at when he 
goes out of his way to defend the blood- 
thirsty dictator, Getulio Vargas? 
For example, Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, who 
makes arguments identical with those of Mr. 
#Welles less diplomatically, let the cat out of 
the bag when he wrote: “The hard-boiled 
truth is that some kind of authoritarian 
(Fascist) rule is the only kind that gets re- 
sults.” He referred particularly to Latin 
America. 


Both Welles and Johnson, and the U. 8. 
economic royalists with a golden stake in 
Latin America for whom the diplomat and 
the General speak, are not opposed to Fascist 
dictatorship in their semi-colonial domains 
and as a threat to the freedom of the people 
in this country. 


The basic approach of Mr. Welles’ ad- 
dress was as follows: Wall Street regards 
Fascist dictatorships as highly desirable 
in Latin America so long as they stay 
within the imperialistic interpretation of 
the Monroe Doctrine and do not fall under 
the hegemony of the Rome-Berlin-Tokio 
axis. Nor are the Wall Street Tories averse 
to flirting with the Fascist alliance. 


. But Mr. Welles cannot obviate the tower 
dns facts. There could be no Fascist dicta- 
» torships in South America without the in- 
_ tervention, financial, diplomatic and plotting, 
_ of the Fascist triple war alliance. 
7 The establishment of Fascist rule in 
the Latin American countries, even with 
the connivance of the big Wall Street 
bankers who represent Yankee imperial- 
ism to the South, furthers primarily the 
aims of the Fascist Holy Alliance and mili- 
tates against the good neighborly relations 
of the people of the U. S. with the Latin 
American Republics. It particularly forces 
open a back door for the importation of 
Fascism to help the Liberty Leaguers in 
the United States. 
The danger of Fascism in Latin America 
is immeasurably intensified and made more 
_ threatening than ever to the people of the 
_ U.S. by the defense of it by an official of the 
» U.S. State Department like Sumner Welles 
whose whole history in support of reaction

Bombs Over 
A U.S. Hospital 


The deepest anger and revulsion un- 
doubtedly gripped the American people yes- 
terday. 

For news dispatches told of the wanton 
bombing of an American hospital in Taran- 
con, 50 miles from Madrid, by Franco’s fas- 
cist murderers. 


An entire ambulance garage, four am- 
bulances and two service cars were complete- 
ly demolished—while nurses, patients, and 
doctors, acting bravely and quickly, barely 
escaped the savage rain of death. 

In the fascist-made. shambles lay $15,000 
worth of the equipment which the demo- 
cratic-people of America had sent to aid the 
fight for democracy in Spain. 

But Franco’s barbarous handiwork yes- 
terday is a replica of his Hitler-Mussolini ar- 
ranged bombings of helpless Spanish women 
and children. It is the gruesome forewarn- 
ing of the imminent dangers which await 
the heroic Spanish people as the fascist gang- 
sters prepare their “big push.”

The Salesman of Fascism Returns to the Air 


After Jahuary 1, the voice of Father 
Coughlin will once again start to come over 
the national hookups. 

That is a signal—a political signal—that 
should warn the people of America. 

Coughlin was called off the air because 

his violent and abusive language against 
Roosevelt and the New Deal were becoming 
a national scandal. 
_ Coughlin is the man who first blurted out 
the secret desires and thoughts of the brutal 
Wall Street cliques who want to get rid of 
Roosevelt at all costs as they plot to Hit- 
lerize America. 

On October 11, 1936, Coughlin told the 
press, “We and the Republicans have this in 
common that we would lean over backward 
to get Mr. Roosevelt out of public life.” 

Earlier, on September 23, in Des Moines, 
Iowa, Coughlin had made clear just what he 
meant when he branded the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration as “communistic,” and then 
said: 

“If a Communist government is elected, 

I will be out fighting with a gun. We are 


at a crossroads. It is either Communism 
or fascism, and I take the road to fascism. 
Yon can quote me on that.“ 

This is what is returning to the radio in 
a few weeks. 

Today, such papers as the New York 
Herald Tribune, the N. I. Sun, and the Chi- 
cago Tribune, are talking the same language 
of treason and violence against Roosevelt 
and democracy. 

Coughlin is coming bark because the 
cliques who believe in an American fascism 
are coming back in a new drive as the 1938 
and 1940 elections draw near. 

With Coughlin’s return to the radio, the 
reek of anti-Semitism, race hatred, reaction- 
ary hysteria, and incitement to murder and 
violence against the New Deal and President 
Roosevelt will once again become weekly fare 
on Sunday afternoons. 

Every decent American, of whatever 
creed or party, who cherishes American 
democracy and civil liberty, will have the 
duty of driving this bellwether of American 
fascism off the air.

N NOV. 1, the N. v. State Chamber of Commerce, 
fighting the Black-Connery Bill, hypocritically 
“agreed” that—‘‘No fair minded person” could object to 
ending “oppressively long hours“ and indecently low 
wages. “BUT’’—butted the C. of C., the bill “strikes at 
foundations” and “endangers” this and that.

Indeed, if organized labor permits the Post to claim that it even 
faintly, or as “a friend,” expresses the. opinions, desires and attitude 
of organized labor, we may expect such judges as Steinbrink and such 
grand juries as that of Kings County, to shelter themselves behind 
tie uberall Post, which in turn cites them as “public opinion” to 
shelter itself. 

Judge Steinbrink followe. the Post's pdlicy to a T.“ And the 
grand jury found that the pickets, which the Post found “eluttering 
the streets,” were making the city “unsafe for children.” 

By judicial flat, Judge Steinbrink forbade picketing on “secondary 
boycott” against an “incorporated madamoiselle”’—Mile Reff, Inc. a 
beauty shop at 721 Flatbush, which refuses to withdraw advertising 
support to the Brooklyn Eagle. Said the Post, two days earlier: 

“The right to picket in secondary boycott was upheld in this state 
in 1927, and the Supreme Court this year, in upholding the constitu- 
tionality of the Wisconsin anti-injunction law, held that picketing 
was a form of free speech and thus protected by the Constitution.” 

Nonetheless, the Post, agreeing “in principle,” opposes it in prac- 
tice, For, says the Post, picketing on secondary boycott is “obnoxious ” 
To whom? The employer, of course. But the Post went further. Sec- 
ondary picketing is, to the Post, only “more” obnoxious than primary 
picketing. This “cluttering” of streets is all obnoxious—to employers, 
and to the Post. 4 

Like the Chamber of Commeree, the Post agrees “in principie.” 
Labor has the right” to picket. But the Post—as a friend“ —advises 


labor to use its rights “sparingly.” It wants a quota on strikes. But 


without any quota on employers who fight unionization and union de- 
mands, It doesn't even speak of such things. The sight of pickets 
gives the Post a peeve. 

And it pleads tearfully as any crocodile for the “secondary” em- 
ployer, who, it says, “wakes up one morning,” innocent as a new-born 
babe, and finds his place picketed.
